PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT, 
FEBRUARY,    1933 

Docket  No.  S09. — In  re  Thompson  &  Ball,  market  agency,  Chicago,  111.  Under 
date  of  March  27,  1930,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry, 
alleging  that  respondents  had  violated  Title  III  of  the  packers  and  stockyards 
act,  in  that  they  had  engaged  in  the  business  of  handling  livestock  in  commerce 
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while  they  were  insolvent  and  unable  to  pay  their  debts  as  they  became  due  in  the 
usual  course  of  business.  It  now  appears  that  the  respondents  have  discontinued 
business  as  a  market  agency  and  are  now  engaged  as  employees  of  other  concerns, 
and  there  seems  to  be  no  prospect  that  either  of  the  respondents  intends  to  attempt 
to  reengage  in  business  on  his  own  account  at  any  time  in  the  near  future.  Accord- 
ingly, on  February  15,  1933,  the  proceedings  in  this  case  were  dismissed  without 
prejudice. 

Docket  No.  Ifil. — In  re  E.  Egan  &  Co.,  market  agency,  Chicago,  111.  On 
September  23,  1932,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry, 
alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  Title  III  of  the  packers  and  stockyards 
act  in  that  it  had  failed,  neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reason- 
able bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations  incurred 
as  a  market  agency.  Under  date  of  October  20,  1932,  respondent  acknowledged 
service  of  the  order  of  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things 
therein  alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  An  order  was  issued  on  February 
13,  1933,  suspending  respondent  from  registration  as  a  market  agency  for  a  period 
of  six  months  with  leave  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a  revocation  of  this  sus- 
pension upon  satisfactory  proof  that  it  has  filed  a  reasonable  bond,  or  has  sub- 
mitted some  other  satisfactory  form  of  indemnity  to  afford  substantially  equiva- 
lent protection.  Respondent  was  also  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing 
business  as  a  market  agency  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable 
bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations. 

Docket  No.  406. — In  re  Guyton-Smith-Podesta  Commission  Co.,  market 
agency,  Memphis,  Tenn.  On  "November  26,  1932,  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry,  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  Title  III  of 
the  packers  and  stockyards  act  in  that  it  had  failed,  neglected,  and  refused  to 
execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  per- 
formance of  its  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency.  Under  date  of  Decem- 
ber 5,  1932,  respondent  acknowledged  service  of  the  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth 
of  the  matters  and  things  therein  alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  Re- 
spondent filed  a  satisfactory  bond  on  December  2»,  1932,  to  secure  its  obligations. 
On  February  23,  1933,  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing 
business  as  a  market  agency  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable 
bond  to  secure  its  obligations,  or  without  submitting  some  other  form  of  indemnity 
which  would  afford  substantially  equivalent  protection. 

Docket  No.  409. — In  re  Donlin  Commission  Co.  (Inc.),  market  agency  and 
dealer,  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  January  4, 
1933,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  Title  III  of  the 
packers  and  stockyards  act,  in  that  it  had  failed,  neglected,  and  refused  to  execute 
and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  performance  of 
its  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  Under  date  of  January 
20,  1933,  the  respondent  acknowledged  service  of  the  order  of  inquiry,  admitted 
the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  therein  alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon. 
On  February  17,  1933,  respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market 
agency  and  dealer  for  a  period  of  six  months  with  leave  during  said  period  to  apply 
for  a  revocation  of  this  suspension  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  it  has  filed  a  reason- 
able bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations,  or  has  submitted  some 
other  form  of  indemnity  found  to  afford  substantially  equivalent  protection. 
Respondent  was  also  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  a  market 
agency  and  dealer  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  to 
secure  its  obligations. 


RESULTS    OF    PROSECUTIONS    FOR    VIOLATIONS    OF   LAWS 

Penalties  and  fines  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regu- 
latory laws,  as  reported  to  the  bureau,  as  follows: 

Twenty-Eight-Hour  Law

The  bureau  has  granted  permission  for  the  use  of  "Tick-Off"  Cattle  Dip, 
manufactured  by  Chemical  Compound  Co.  of  Houston,  Tex.,  in  the  official  dip- 
ping of  cattle  for  ticks. 

Distributor 

The  bureau  has  also  granted  permission  to  H.  B.  Pollard  of  320  West  Gray 
Avenue,  Houston,  Tex.,  for  the  distribution  of  "Tick-Off"  Cattle  Dip,  manu- 
factured by  Chemical  Compound  Co.  of  Houston,  Tex.,  under  the  same  trade 
name  of  "Tick-Off"  Cattle  Dip,  for  use  in  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  for  ticks. 

The  dilution  for  dipping  cattle  for  interstate  movement  is  1  gallon  of  dip  to 
not  more  than  127  gallons  of  water.  This  will  yield  a  solution  containing  not 
less  than  0.22  per  cent  actual  arsenious  oxide.
